Queations directed to suggested 
overhaul of the Government's 
general ' education policy were 
asked at a meeting of the Leyisla- 
tive Council held yesterday, when 
the Hon. Mr. R. H. Kotewall ask- 
edi 

‘With referente to the remark 
mude by the Hon. Colonial Secret- 
ary at the meeting of the Legisla- 
tive Council held on the 22nd 
October, 1981, that the Govern- 
ment would give serious considera- 
tion to my suggestion that a com- 
mittee be appointed to consider the. 
general education ‘policy of the 
Government, will the Government 
state— : 

(1) Whether such a committee 
will be appointed; and 

(2) If not, what. step does the 
Government propose to tuke to give 
effect to the object in view? 


Government Reply. - 


The Colonial 
as’ follows: 

lL. The Government doves not 
consider that the appointment of 
such a committee is called for as 
there already exists, in the Board 
of Education, a bedy which is com- 
petent to advise on matters con- 
nected with eduention in the 
Colony. 

2. In Oetober, 1900, the Hoard 
waa invited to review the exiatinge 
aystem of ednention and to mike 
recommendations in respeet of 
future pulley. Several of its re- 
commendations have already been 
put inte operation and others will 
be adopted shortly. 

The recommendations deal with 
such oatters as the distribution of 
funds provided for educational par- 
‘poses, syllabus 1 nglish amd Chi- 
nese, the po ibility of iniproving 
the opportunities of the children

FOR AND AGAINST. 


Members of the European 
Y.M.C.A., gave’ an emphatic

Colin Carruthers, who at the ute 
set referred to the diffieutty of 
defining exactty what most people 
meant when they spoke of conven- 
tions, Usually tt had an unplea- 
sunt and siniater menning, and 
was oniways on bar to progress. 
He continued:

Tokooka 
Maru in a fog aot a speed of 
between seven and eight knota, 
while the Jatter ship, having 
renched an anchorage ground, 
was lying practically motionless 
in the water, Mr. H. G. Sheldon 
opened the case for the defence 
in the CNC. y.
